al circles, having served as pres- 
ident of the Utah Education As- 
sociation in 1933-04, and as teach- 
er and principal in Ogden City 
and Weber County schools. 

Born in Heber City, June 6, 
1896, a son of Charles J. and 
Elizabeth Campbell Wahlquist, 
he received his early education 
in Heber, where he was graduat- 
ed from Wasatch County High 
School in 1916. He was a grad-

Mr. Wahlquist began teachinig 
in Cleveland, Emery County and 
then became principal of the La- 
point School in Uinta County, In 
1921 he became teacher-principal 
at Plain City School in Weber 
County, later accepting a teach- 
ing position at Ogden High 
School. In 1926 he became first 
principal of Weber County High | 
School. Ife was appointed super- | 
intendent of Weber County 
schools in 1934.
